"Chavez's authoritarian character and his demagogic 
populism have not found concrete solutions for the 
country's problems, have opened too many domestic 
confrontational fronts and have stirred foreign 
distrust, even in neighboring Colombia when there 
were signals that he (Chavez) was providing safe 
havens for FARC guerrillas." 
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
